Sought in State 
Operating Costs 


LA N SIN G — (ZP)— T h e se n a te fi­ 
nan ce com m ittee opened its arm s 
today to a proposal th a t th e legis­ 
la tu re im pose a flat IO per cent 
reduction on state o p eratin g costs, 
saving about $10,000,000.

P a lm e r proposed that the legis­ 
lature. instead of imposing stricter 
and stricter limits on the details of 
each d e p a r tm e n t’s appropriations 
in a "h n e -ite m budget,” simply 
cut each agency IO per cent and 
leave them 
flexibility to adjust 
then operations to lit. 
“ That's th e only way you can 
provide an incentive for d e p a r t ­ 
m ent heads to practice economy,” 
P a lm e r said. 
He said a IO per cent cut in the 
payroll would remove 2.450 e m ­ 
ployes at a savings of $10,000,000. 
A similar reduction in m aterial and 
eq u ip m en t costs would save a n o t h ­ 
er $3,500,000, P alm e r said.

Primary Need 
Although prices of farm 
prod­ 
ucts will not bo as high in 1950 
as they were in the peak years ox 
’48 and ‘49, thoro will be no dras­ 
tic declines and in general the farm 
outlook for this year will be good. 
R. T. Hnrtwig, M aquette, ex­ 
tension specialist 
In 
agricultural 
economics at Michigan State Col­ 
lege told Delta county farmers last 
nmht at a meeting at the court 
house in Escanaba that “roughly 
the economic aspects indicate that 
in 1950 the 
prices 
received 
by 
farmers will fall faster than the 
prices of things that farmers buy.” 
Sqneeie On Profits 
“However, farm prices will not 
suffer a drastic decline because of 
the effect of 
the government s 
price support programs on 
milk. 
butterfat, eggs, potatoes, eggs and 
other farm products,*' 
Hartwtg 
said. 
“Farm 
expenses 
will 
be 
somewhat lower in 1950 but each 
expense will need careful 
analy­ 
sis.” 
He said that farming in 1950 will 
be more competitive and farm pro­ 
fits will be 
squeezed. 
Therefore, 
farmers should strive to 
operate 
their 
farm 
efficiently 
to 
keep 
farm Income up. 
Good farm management will call 
for full production 
in 
the 
year 
ahead. Greater efficiency in 
crop 
and livestock production,

Hartwig made general sugges­ 
tions for oneration of the farm in 
1950 as follows:

Harnischfeger Started 
As Machine Shop In ’84 


In 1884 two young craftsmen, 
Alozo Pawling and Henry Har- 
nbcfcgcr, both in the employ of

Company of Milwaukee, decided to 
nool their meager resources and 
start in business together.

men, having sensed the need for a 
dependable machine shop service 
to Milwaukee, formed a partner­ 
ship, Pawling and Hai mschfcgcr 
on December I, 1884. 
It wasn't much of a shop com­ 
pared with the machine shop of 
today.

M ust Not Advertise 
Restricted Clientele 
Hotels, resorts,

n e e d or color makes the offen­ 
der guilty of a misdemeanor. 
In interpreting the act for the 
Michigan Tourist Council, the a t­ 
torney general wrote: 
“In general, this act prohibits 
a n y discrimination in accommo­ 
dations or facilities predicated up­ 
on race, creed or color, and pro­ 
hibits the advertising or circula­ 
tion of any such advertising. 
If 
this council was of the opinion 
that any 
questioned 
advertise­ 
ment was so founded, it would 
be bound to reject that adver­ 
tisement; otherwise, you 
would 
have a state agency maintained 
with state funds, a medium 
or 
instrumentality by which the ad­ 
vertiser can violate this statute. 
“We accordingly advise that the 
Tourist Council should deny the 
distribution of its facilities to ad­ 
vertisers utilizing such phraseol­ 
ogy as “restricted,” 
“restricted 
clientele,” “selected clientele” or 
“clientele selected,” 
or 
similar 
terms having a like meaning, in 
their literature.

Direct Relief Load 


Still Going Up 


The cost of the social welfare 
i program in Delta county for the 
i month of January totaled 
$95,- 
J 251.16, an increase of $27,807.29 
above the total for January, 1949, 
according to figures released to­ 
day by the social welfare depart­ 
ment. 
The report reveals a continuing 
increase in the number of direct 
relief cases in the county, but a 
slight decline in some other cas 
load categories, compared to the 
month previous. 
Direct relief cases totaled 712 
in Jan., 1950, compared to 687 in 
December, and 476 for Jan., 1949. 
Financed by state and county 
funds, the cost of the 712 direct 
relief cases in Jan., 1950, 
was 
$36,112.95; compared to 476 cases 
and a cost of $17,818.72 in Jan­ 
uary one year ago. 
Old age assistance, aid to de­ 
pendent children and aid to the 
blind cases totaled 1,102 for Jan­ 
uary this year, and the cost was 
$54,989.50; compared to 991 cases 
and a cost of $45,918.70 in Jan­ 
uary a year ago. 
Old age assistance, aid to de­ 
pendent children and aid to the 
blind are financed by state and 
federal funds. 
County welfare and hospital ex­ 
penditures in January this year 
totaled $1,964.67 compared to $2,- 
030.60 a year ago.

Ziegler And The

\JLJE are indeed happy to learn from State 
Highway Commissoiner Charles Zieg­ 
ler that he is not "against” the proposed 
bridge at the Straits of Mackinac to con­ 
nect the two great peninsulas of Michigan. 
For 
a 
man 
who is not "against” the 
bridge project, Mr. Ziegler certainly has 
brought forth plenty of arguments 
that 
could be extremely discouraging to those 
who are "for” the bridge. However, if Mr. 
Ziegler is not "for” the bridge—and we 
doubt very much that he is—at least it is 
very nice to know that he is not really op­ 
posed to it. The state highway commission­ 
er of Michigan could prove to be quite an 
obstacle to a bridge project if he were un­ 
alterably “against” such a project. Cooper­ 
ation in high places is certainly essential 
to the realization of a project of this mag­ 
nitude. 
We have consistently agreed with Mr. 
Ziegler that the bridge project should be 
completely divorced from politics. The state 
bridge advisory committee always has tak­ 
en that stand. For that reason, we wonder 
about the implications in Mr. Ziegler’s let­ 
ter to the Daily Press, published yesterday. 
in which Mr. Ziegler calls attention to the 
fact that the bridge idea w as'not first sug­ 
gested and explored by Democrats, 
but 
rather by Republican Governors Groesbeck 
and Green. 
That paragraph contained at 
least a suspicion of politics. 
After all, the people of Michigan do not 
care who thought of the idea. What they 
want is good transportation facilities at the 
Straits and the general belief is that it can 
be accomplished only by a bridge.

Labor Government 
Wins First Test 
'■pHE Labor government of Clement Att- 
lee in Great Britain, holding the reins 
of power by only a seven vote majority, 
won its first test in the house of commons 
Wednesday on a vote of censure proposed 
by the opposition Conservative party. The 
Labor government won the test 
by 
14 
votes. 
The issue involved the Labor party’s an­ 
nounced determination to proceed with the 
nationalization of iron and steel. The in­ 
dustry is due to come under state owner­ 
ship after January I, 1951. 
The test vote Thursday does not guar­ 
antee a long life for the Labor government 
nor does it actually mean that tha nation­ 
alization of steel will necessarily proceed 
as planned. The seven vote margin held by 
the Labor government 
cannot 
possibly 
sustain the party's leadership indefinitely. 
And there is no real hurry about upsetting 
the plans for public ownership of the steel 
industry because there 
are 
still 
nine 
months remaining before the nationaliza­ 
tion law is to become effective. 
Evidences that the opposition to social- 
iza in England is growing were displayed 
in unmistakable trends in the recent elec­ 
tions. Even the Liberal party came out flat­ 
ly against the nationalization of steel in 
the election campaign. 
Perhaps the most important reason why 
the Labor government survived the first 
test is recognition that now is not the prop­ 
er time to call new general elections. There 
is no reason to believe that 
the 
results 
would be much different, if any, than they 
were a few weeks ago. The Attlee govern­ 
ment’s position will become more precari­ 
ous as time goes on and when opposition 
parties see a better chance for victory at 
the polls than they can see at the moment.

Koernke Resigns 
As Safety Director 
*pHE resignation of Jack Koernke as di- 
rector of public safety in Escanaba is 
an unfortunate development in the city’s 
efforts to coordinate and improve the work 
of the two uniformed departments, police 
and fire departments. 
In the short time that Koernke has been 
in Escanaba as the city’s first director of 
public safety, a position only recently cre­ 
ated by the city council, he has demon­ 
strated an ability to do the kind of a job 
that is necessary to properly develop and 
improve the police and fire departments. 
For one thing, Koernke recognizes that one 
of the weaknesses in the police and fire 
departments has been an inadequate pub­ 
lic relations program. 
These departments 
must do more than a good job of public 
service. They must also convince the pub­ 
lic that they are doing a good job. 
It 
is, 
of course, understandable that 
Kcernke has decided to foresake 
public 
service to accept a more remunerative posi­ 
tion as an investigator for the Kaiser-Fraz- 
er company at Willow Run. 
The Willow 
Run job will lack much of the grief that 
accompanies the recently-created position 
of public safety director in Escanaba and 
it will also yield a better financial return. 
Nevertheless, it it regrettable that Koern­ 
ke could not be induced to remain here at 
least until the reorganization of the two 
uniformed departments had advanced more 
fully. 
The city administration is now confront­ 
ed with the task of seeking another quali­ 
fied man to accept this important job. 
In 
view of the long search that preceded the j 
selection of Koernke for the job, it is ap­ 
parent that the problem of securing a suc­ 
cessor may not be an easy one.

FORD IN THE U. P. 
(Marquette Mining Journal) 
There 
is 
no need to read between the 
lines in the direct, clear-cut statement 
made in Iron Mountain by L. D. Crusoe, 
vice-president and general manager of the 
Ford Motor company’s Ford division. 
He 
stated, quite simply, that due to rail-freight 
costs in the shipment of steel, glass, trim- 
materials, leather, steel springs and other 
materials which enter into the assembly of 
the Ford station-wagon, and to other fac­ 
tors within the Northern Michigan activity, 
the operation is not now economically 
sound. 
Referring to the Kingsford plant, speci­ 
fically, the Ford official emphasized that 
the branch was originally established here 
by reason of proximity to the raw material 
—lumber—which then was a principal fac­ 
tor in construction. At that time, the men 
were brought to the work. 
This situation has changed, through the 
years, with the transition from wood to 
steel, and, located away from the center of 
present-day automotive activity, the plant 
would not, ordinarily, 
be 
economically 
sound. 
Today, the work is being brought 
to the men. 
Conversely, this factor does not apply to 
the sawmill in L’Anse, where wood is still 
the prime product and, again, the men are 
brought to the work. 
While Mr. Crusoe emphasized that man­ 
agement supervision in Upper Michigan is 
at a high-level, he brought out, also, that 
some changes must be made in methods of 
operation to meet the 
steady 
transition 
from wood to steel, and that all of the skill 
and know-how within the organization— 
including engineering talent, new mater­ 
ials, equipment and methods — will be 
brought to bear on the job of making the 
best possible use of Ford’s investment in 
the peninsula. 
Perhaps 
the 
most heartening point in 
Crusoe’s statement is that the use of wood 
is not, necessarily, the determining factor 
in the retention of the station-wagon as­ 
sembly 
plant. 
He emphasized that the 
transition from wood to steel already has 
taken place, and the trend may well con­ 
tinue. He adds, however, that the Ford Mo­ 
tor company has a considerable investment 
in the Kingsford plant, and does not intend, 
in the foreseeable future, to abandon it.

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Trade Schools 
Need Checkup 


BY PETER EDSON 
WASHINGTON — (NEA) — District of 
Columbia’s experience with veterans’ trade 
schools may give a clue to what has gone 
wrong nationally with the GI below-col- 
lege education. 
Last July the D. C. commissioners—par­ 
ticularly Commissioner Guy Mason — be­ 
came concerned over complaints against 
the 
mushrooming 
GI 
trade schools in 
Washington. Over* 300 academic, arts and 
vocational schools had been approved by 
the board of education for GI training. The 
board was required to certify only that the 
schools had the faculty and equipment to 
train veterans. It had no responsibility over 
the quality of the training. 
Nearly 
IO 
per cent of the district vets 
were enrolled in trade schools, and 15 per 
cent more were taking college-level cours­ 
es. The schools were doing a $10,000,000 to 
$12,000,000 a year business. 
There was no complaint against the old- 
time colleges nor against the established 
correspondence, 
trade 
and 
vocational 
schools which had been in 
business 
20 
years and more. All the complaints were 
against the newer schools. 
It 
was 
claimed that they were giving 
faulty instruction in some cases and thai 
they were training vets for jobs that simply 
didn’t exist. 
COMMITTEE WENT TO WORK 
So a 20-man committee was named to in­ 
vestigate. Leon G. Chatelain, Jr., an archi­ 
tect, was named chairman. Gino Simi of the 
District of Columbia apprenticeship office 
was made secretary. The committee was 
made up of businessmen, labor representa­ 
tives and public figures. There were no 
spokesmen for the trade schools. But all the 
veterans’ organizations were represented 
to look out for GI rights. 
Almost 
immediately 
the 
committee 
bogged down in disputes on what it should 
do. There was at first a charge that the 
schools had used fraudulent advertising to 
attract students. Yet none of the advertis­ 
ing was investigated. 
Attendance figures were cited to show 
that far more watch 
repairmen, 
tailors, 
jewelers, photographers and even brick­ 
layers were being graduated 
from 
the 
schools than could be employed locally. Job 
placements from some schools were said to 
be one in 20. 
These schools countered with the claim 
that they were training men for the nation­ 
al labor market, not just for local jobs. And 
the fact was cited that every graduate of 
every school or college has to go out and 
sell himself before he can get a job. 
One feeling developed in the committee 
that all these new schools represented new 
enterprises in the community and that they 
should be encouraged. Also, there was some 
feeling that the schools were being fought 
by labor unions that wanted to restrict the 
number of men trained in any trade 
to 
their own apprentices. 
After 
six 
months 
of wrangling over 
points like these, a number of the members 
felt that the committee wasn’t getting any 
place and ought to disband. The secretary 
resigned. The chairman appointed himself 
a committee of one to write a report. 
COULD HALT COMPLAINTS 
The moral of this story, as it can be ap­ 
plied nationally in all the states, is that un­ 
less there is good local inspection of vets’ 
schools, there are bound to be complaints 
of abuses and waste of both the taxpayers* 
money and the GI entitlement to educa­ 
tional benefits. 
There is a great congressional fear of 
federal control over education. This was 
apparently what motivated congress in tak­ 
ing the inspection 
and 
certification 
of 
schools for GI training out of the hands of 
the Veterans’ Administration. 
Everything 
was left up 
to 
local 
authorities—state 
boards of education and their designated 
agencies. 
For the training and education of dis­ 
abled veterans, the VA was given this au­ 
thority. That program has been run off 
without much complaint. But the fear of 
giving the VA too much control over local 
education may have backfired in training 
vets not disabled. 
One trouble is that there are no estab­ 
lished 
standards 
for 
training 
barbers, 
bricklayers or beauticians. Schools approv­ 
ed in some states would never have been 
approved in others. Barbering courses, for 
instance, varied from ll to 104 weeks. 
Too many new schools were approved 
too fast. Thus 5.600, or two out of three 
trade schools approved for vets, were es­ 
tablished after the GI bill was passed in 
1944. To correct these situations, Veterans’ 
Administration, Budget Bureau 
and 
the 
president have recommended that the fed­ 
eral government be authorized to set mini­ 
mum standards under which these schools 
can be operated.

The state sometimes 
live traps the beavers out of such 
locations and transports them to 
more remote places where 
they 
can work and multiply 
without 
disturbing man. 
The beaver is of 
the 
rodent 
family and adults weigh up to 70 
pounds. The flesh is 
prized as 
food. It is tender and juicy, for 
the beaver lives entirely on 
a 
vegetarian dict. 


LIVE IN COLONIES—In Mich­ 
igan the beaver prefers the twigs 
and bark of poplar or aspen us 
food. Each beaver cuts 
between 
20'i and 300 trees a year. Many of 
the trees are sunk under 
water 
near beaver lodges to 
serve 
as 
food during the winter time when 
tile water is covered with ice. 
The beavers live in colonies and 
have many unusual characteris­ 
tics, of which the best known is 
their ability to 
construct 
clams. 
These dams,

streams, hold back the water to 
form ponds

beaver 
house is built. 
The dense fur of the 
beaver 
keeps the w’ater away from the 
animal’s body when it is

water. Agile front feet, large in­ 
cisors that can cut down even a 
large tree, webbed hind feet, and 
a flat paddle-like tail equip the 
beaver for a peculiarly interest­ 
ing mode of life.

Would like to say a few words 
in answer to the communication 
concerning the road to Fairport. 
First, do we have to have 
a 
bad accident or school bus trag­ 
edy before we do something? 
It 
is only in recent years that we 
have had school buses traveling 
the Fayette hill and 
the 
Fair­ 
banks Twp. P.T.A. is to be com­ 
mended for its concern now’. We 
arc fortunate in 
having 
good 
careful bus drivers but there is 
a limit to what even a good driv­ 
er can do under certain 
condi­ 
tions, and many anxious moments 
are experienced on that hill and 
the sharp curve below it. 
Anyone who travels the road 
daily would not call it 
a 
safe 
piece of road. 
It’s safe for those 
who can stay at home until road 
and weather conditions are

vorable, but for those who must 
make the trip daily it is a

The Washington 
Merry-Go- Round

WASHINGTON—Ambassador Lew Doug­ 
las made a special visit to the Pentagon this 
week to discuss with Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson the idea of withholding U. S. 
military secrets from new British Minister 
of Defense Emmanuel Shinwell and from 
British War Minister John Strachey. 
The two British cabinet members are 
colorful left-of-center Labor party poli­ 
ticians, one of them accused 
of 
having 
Communist connections, but with enthusi­ 
astic followings in England. Shinwell is a 
hot-headed British Pole, representing Ram­ 
say MacDonald’s radical mining constitu­ 
ency and thoroughly hated by the British 
general staff. 
Once, 
during a parliamentary debate, 
when another M. P. demanded of Shinwell, 
"Why don’t you go back to Poland?” Shin­ 
well stormed across the 
chamber 
and 
punched him. 
When Shinwell moved from the minis­ 
try of fuel to the war ministry, 
Winston 
Churchill said hopefully: "When he was 
minister of fuel, we had no fuel. Now that 
he is minister of war, perhaps we will have 
no war.” 
Strachey is now under fire from Lord 
Beaverbrook’s London Evening Standard 
for "failing to renounce your known Com­ 
munist views.” In reply, Strachey, who was 
once held up on Ellis Island as a suspected 
radical, said he was never a Communist 
party member and repudiated Communist 
doctrines in 1940. In his new post he is in 
charge of counterespionage. 
These appointments come on top of the 
jitters given our joint chiefs of staff 
on 
British security over Dr. Fuchs, whose tips 
to the Soviet enabled the USSR to set off 
a bomb five years ahead of American esti­ 
mates. 
RABBITS VS. EDUCATION 
Behind closed doors in the house labor 
committee, 
blunt-spoken 
Representative 
Graham Barden of North Carolina was ar­ 
guing the merits of his new federal-aid-to- 
education bill, which would prohibit feder­ 
al spending for any school buses, public or 
parochial. 
"When I was a boy in North Carolina I 
had to walk three miles to school,” Barden 
recalled. 
"However, it didn’t seem very 
long because I got so I could run the whole 
three miles. My classmates didn’t consider 
a fellow much good if he couldn’t run all 
the way to school in the morning.” 
"That’s 
nothing,” 
drawled 
Indiana’s 
homespun Andy Jacobs. "Before I could 
even start for school my father used to 
send me out to catch a rabbit for breakfast. 
Sometimes I’d have to run as much as five 
miles before I caught up with that rabbit. 
"Then, I’d reach down and feel his ribs. 
If he wasn’t fat, I’d let him go and take 
out after another rabbit.” 
MORE TAX FRAUD 
Another income-tax evader exposed in 
this column was finally collared by a fed­ 
eral grand jury last 
week, 
when 
Earl 
Sheriff, the ex-sheriff of Prince Georges 
county, Maryland, was indicted. 
This commentator first exposed Sheriff 
on June 26, 1949, for 
having 
"received 
money from the gamblers who do such a 
lucrative business right under the nose of 
the nation’s capitol,” and for having failed 
to pay income taxes on it. 
The Sheriff case illustrated how U. S. 
attorneys sometimes fail to prosecute after 
a case is sent them by the justice depart­ 
ment. And on Oct. 26, 1949, this column 
further revealed that U. S. Attorney Ber­ 
nard Flynn in Baltimore had sent the caic 
back to Washington, indicating that he was 
opposed to prosecution. 
On Jan 29, 1950, this commentator also 
called public attention to the 
fact 
that 
Flynn’s name was before the senate judi­ 
ciary commitee for reappointment os U. S. 
attorney, and suggested to senators 
that 
they investigate why Flynn had not prose­ 
cuted the ex-sheriff of Prince Georges 
county for income-tax fraud. 
In the end conscientious Lamar Caudle, 
in charge of justice department’s tax divi­ 
sion, sent two of his attorneys to Baltimore 
and demanded that the case 
be 
pushed. 
Last week Sheriff was indicted. 
CRIME EXPERT 
Ifs 
supposed 
to be traditional that a 
criminal returns to the scenes of his crimes. 
And the other day Alex Campbell did so. 
lie made a brief visit to Washington where 
for many hectic months he served as assist­ 
ant attorney general in charge of the crim­ 
inal division. 
However, 
the 
crime 
scene to which 
Campbell returned was an 
office 
from 
which some of the most important and dif­ 
ficult criminal cases in the 
past 
decade 
have been directed. For it was Campbell 
who laid the groundwork for the prosecu­ 
tion of Judy Coplon and Gubitchev, for Al­ 
ger Hiss, for Congressman Parnell Thomas, 
and half a dozen important spy cases such 
as Axis Sally, Tokyo Rose and James 
Monti. 
Bureaucrats get a lot of kicking around 
on Capitol Hill and in the newspapers. But 
Campbell is one of the so-called bureau­ 
crats who not only did a superb job, 
but 
playcci an important role in the destinies of 
the nation. 
SENATOR CAN’T SLAP BACK 
Sen. Frank Graham of North Carolina, 
who has made as great an impression on 
congress as any newcomer on Capitol Hill, 
faces a tough re-election battle. Graham, a 
former president of the University of North 
Carolina, has turned out to be a fine sen­ 
ator, but is a babe-in-the-woods as far as 
I loll Ires is concerned. He doesn’t know how 
lo slap backs, raise money or roll logs. 
Furthermore 
he 
gives so much of his 
money to charity that he has almost no 
funds with which to run a campaign, and 
the other day had to borrow from his wife’s 
savings account. So far 
organized 
labor, 
whom he has supported, hasn’t lifted a fin­ 
ger to help, nor has there been even a 
whisper of help from the White House— 
despite the fact that Graham has just as 
consistently supported President Truman 
as his colleague, Senator Hoey, has opposed 
him. 
Graham 
is opposed by ex-Senator Bob 
Reynolds, the old isolationist, whose daugh­ 
ter inherited a fortune from Mrs. Evalyn 
Walsh McLean of Hope diamond fame.

House Designed To Allow Economy Without Sacrifice 


A four bedroom house in which ] ton” 
construction economy 
has 
been 
kept in mind without sacrificing 
style is introduced today in “The 
Boston” by the Home of the Week 
Plan Service. 
This design, definitely Colonial 
in character, has a special appeal 
to the family with a limited bud­ 
get for this house could be con­ 
structed over a period 
of 
time. 
The main house could be finished 
first, leaving the second floor in 
the rough, to be completed later. 
The side porch could be a future 
addition, and finally, the breeze­ 
way and garage might be built, 
completing the dwelling as it ap­ 
pears in the accompanying sketch. 
The exact dimensions 
of

house will depnd on the size of

whether the garage is to

In its exterior appearance “The 
Boston” has beauty and

A simple filagree 
under the eaves across the front

of the house, the

brick chimney topped by a black j 
band and the pilastered Colonial \ 
door are “dressy” details. 
Direct entrance is made into the | 
18xl2-foot living-dining room. A 
fireplace is centered in the long 
inside wall. A built-in bookcase 
is at the left of the fireplace and, 
at the right a door op ens on a hall 
containing a coat closet opposite 
the stairway to the second floor. 
A swinging door connects the 
living-dining room with the 12x 
12-foot kitchen.

Fire is no respecter of person. 
It burns down the humble cottage 
as well as the millionaire’s man­ 
sion. 
Before buying or building: Con­ 
sider the location. 
Does it have 
fire protection? Is there a fire de­ 
partment available on call? If not, 
is there an emergency water sup­ 
ply nearby? 
Are there enough 
families in the neighborhood to 
organize a volunteer fire depart­ 
ment?

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U. S. Churches Grow Faster 
Than Nation’s Population

NEW YORK — (NEA) — T h e 
church has a ringing reply for any 
who think it’s on the skids. The 
fact is that it's still growing faster 
than the U. S. population—as it 
has been for decades—and it now 
claims an impressive 80,000.000 
members. 
In 1948, the last year for which 
full figures are available, church 
membership 
rose 
2,190.164, 
or 
about 2.8 per cent, while the popu­ 
lation was climbing 1.7 per cent. 
But there’s nothing surprising in 
that showing. Church membership 
gains have been outrunning popu­ 
lation advances since 1880. Then 
it represented 20 per cent of the 
population. By 1920 it amounted 
to 40 per cent and today around 
55 per cent of the people belong 
to religious bodies. 
This is solid statistical backing 
for all the other many evidences 
that religion in the United States 
is at the highest pitch in history. 
Attendance would 
be a better 
gauge of interest than member­ 
ship, but churches don’t keep ac­ 
curate 
account 
of who actually 
comes regularly. One expert does 
hazard 
that 
normal 
attendance 
these days is around 30 to 40 per 
cent of membership. The general 
belief is that attendance is better 
than it used to be, but nobody can 
prove it 
•

• 
Contrary to some notions, the 
smaller sects haven’t been the big 
membership gainers. It’s the big 
denominations 
that 
are growing 
most. Among Protestant groups, 
for 
example, 
the 
Disciples 
of 
Christ, 
the 
Presbyterians, 
one 
Lutheran unit, the Southern Bap­ 
tists, the Mormons and the Episco­ 
palians made the sharpest advan­ 
ces in 1948.

Television Tube Plant 
Assured For Albion 


W ASHINGTON— (ZP)—The pow -' 
cr commission has authorized con­ 
struction of a natural jus connec­ 
tion at Albion, Mich., which will 
make possible a 55,000,000 tele­ 
vision tube plant there. 
The commission acted with great 
speed in approving the application 
of the Panhandle Eastern Pipe­ 
line Co. to supply pas to the Corn­ 
ing Glass Co. An exam iner for the 
commission heard the case a week 
ago. 
Corning had asked for all possi­ 
ble haste, asserting it wanted to 
break ground this week. An attor­ 
ney for Panhandle Eastern said 
he had no reason to believe Corn­ 
ing will not go ahead now that a 
natural gas supply Is assured. 
The plant would employ about 
1,200 people and greatly alleviate 
Albion’s unem ploym ent problem. 
Corning hopes to complete the fac­ 
tory by mid-slimmer, presumably 
because of the heavy demand for 
television tubes. 
The glass company had said it 
might take the plant to any one of 
three other cities if it could not be 
assured quickly of natural gas at 
Albion.

Exact Time O f Its 
Arrival 11:36 p. rn. 


ANN A RB O R—You'll 
have to 
stay up quite late this 
year 
to 
welcome the arrival of spring on 
March 20. 
It w ill be nearly six hours later 
than in 1949. 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Ha?el M. Losh, assistant professor 
of astronomy at the U niversity of 
Michigan. The exact time of ar­ 
rival w ill be 11:36 p. rn. 
“At that instant, the sun enters 
the vernal equinox which means 
that it has crossed the equator 
and entered the northern hem i­ 
sphere,” Dr. Losh says. “The day 
and night w ill be exactly equal on 
March 20 and each day will grow 
longer until there will be about 15 
hours of daylight during June.” 
Late Arrival Explained 
The near-m idnight 
arrival 
of 
spring this year develops because 
the sun doesn’t complete its year­ 
ly journey from one vernal equin­ 
ox to another in an equal number 
of days. Dr. Losh says the trouble­ 
some traction of 365.24219 days is 
involved. This requires the inser­ 
tion of an extra day every fourth 
year in order that the calendar 
may be made to agree more near­ 
ly with the yearly path 
of the 
sun. 
Look into the eastern sky on 
any March night that is clear and 
you'll 
detect 
a 
harbinger 
of 
Spring. It v ill 
be 
Arcturus 
or 
“Watcher of the Bear," the bright­ 
est star in the eastern sky at this 
time of year. 
Arcturus rises in the eastern 
sky about 8:00 p. rn. and can be 
easily located by sighting down­ 
ward from the handle of the, Big 
Dipper. There 
w ill 
be 
another 
bright spot further south on th* 
horizon. This is the 
red 
planet 
Mars which will be at its closest 
distance to the earth during its 
two-yeer revolution 
around 
the 
sun, which covers about 60.000.000 
miles. This relative nearness w ill 
make Mars e a sy to locate because 
of Jts brilliance. 
First Star Named 
“There are few stars in the sky 
that rival Arcturus in beauty and 
interest,” Eh*. Losh reports. “It is j 
the fourth brightest star 
visible j 
from northern latitudes. Intrinsi­ 
cally it gives out IOO 
times 
as ! 
much light as the sun, but 
ap- j 
pears fainter because of its g r e a t- j 
er distance. The light that w e now i 
see left this star 33 years ago.” 
Arcturus is believed to 
have j 
been one of the first stars to be ! 
named. There are many allusions 
to It in early literature and it is j 
One of the few stars mentioned in : 
the Bible. 
Besides its own 
golden-yellow J 
color as an attraction. Arcturus is ! 
a part of the constellation Bootes. 
This la easily recognized 
in the 
•astern sky by its kite-like out­ 
line, Dr. Losh 
says. 
Bootes 
or 
“The Giant Bear Driver” repre- I 
tents the figure of a mighty man 
with uplifted hand, holding 
tw o I 
hunting dogs in leash. With the 
dogs, he is apparently pursuing 
the Great 
Bear 
(Big 
Dipper) 
around the Pole.

Little is known about the dis­ 
ease, called myasthenia gravis. It 
cripples the voluntary muscles of 
the face, tongue and throat, later 
spreading to the respiratory sys­ 
tem and finally the heart m u s­ 
cles. 
The muscles weaken w ith slight 
use and refuse to perform. Sw al­ 
lowing becomes impossible. 
In 
the final stages the victim dies of 
exhaustion. 
Dr. Higdon is subject to chok­ 
ing. 
Unless he gets 
im m ediate 
relief from a drug, prostignine, 
his life is in danger. 
For

reason he carries the drug 
and 
a hypodermic with him always. 
He tries always to be w ith peo­ 
ple so that he can have aid.

hai. T hree big junks and num erous 
small craft w ere reported sunk. 
(The Com m unists have captured 
a few m inor islands in the C hus­ 
han group. T he principal ones are 
held by the Nationalists. They use 
them as a base for their blockade 
of the Red China ooast.) 
Nationalist 
guerrillas w ere r e ­ 
ported to have recaptured Luting 
and Tulip* in Sigang 
province, 
winch borders Tibet 
and Ching- 
hua in Szechwan province to the 
east ol Sikang.
